dictator, have taken place. The rapoi'ts 
claaaed aa aflnsational and unfounded, 
which bava been in circulation her* for 
a week j>ast, and which have increased 
in gravity hour by hour, leem not ta 
have been exafmcstad latlieiUghtest. 
In fact, it wsSia lapi ^io mstma tww 
state of affain Isiniidi aiota alanniBg 
than already stated. 

Important diApatches hare been re- 
ceived here, ui spite of the strict censor- 
ship obeenred by the dictator's orders, 
oT«r all telegraph and cable ofOces. It is 
true that these messages have been of 
the brief est natore and ia c^lier pur- 
posely distorted and oluaiged to deoelTe 
the censors, bnt enough is known for it 
to be stated ihat according t« theHC dis- 
patches civil war Is raging in Brazil, tliat 
two or more provinces have declared 
their independence, that an engagement 
has Ijeen fought between the troops ad- 
hering to the dictator and the forces of 
th()?e opposing his p».>wer. and that the 
latter have WdimJed and oaptured at 

General Fer- 
nandez. From this it is judged that Da 
Fonseca's troopti have been defeated and 
that more 8«rious confldcti qiay be 
looked forward to aa ^e dictator had 
openly announced his intention of put- 
tlBg down what be teruM as the "re- 
bellion" by all the iBespmea in Ua 
power. 

The first dispatch received yenterday 
said that a force of 4,000 Brazilian troops 
of the garriHon had revolted, and it was 
inferred that it woa a revolt upon the 
part of the garrison at Rio Janiero. 
Such, however, later in the afternoon 
does not seem to have l)oen the case, for 
a later message had it that the troops 
forming the garrittons of several Bra- 
zilian towns had revolted, and that in 
all 4,000 men had rlaen against the 
dictator. 

In addition, the rwTolt i» the province 
of Rio (Jrande do 8ul ie sprejiding ho 
rapidly that n large body of well aruiod 
citizens will 'tm ready in » Ywry few 
days, to take the field in defenbe ef the 
territory which they have declared n 
free state. Their leaders are gathering 
arms, amrau'-itioji and men at variuiis 
points, and pio^'isions are being pio\ id- 
ed, on all siaes, by vcluntary contribu- 
tions or upon payment in notes endorsed 
by the revolutionary leader. The latter 
are makinj; every preparation to givj 
Da Fonseca'e troops a wartii aeception 
should they attempt to crush the mde- 
pendenoe of Rio Grande do Sul. In 
view of the <'a<;t that some of the dicta- 
tor's warships are expe<;ted te take a 
hand in the struggle, preparing in the 
revolted province refen^»d to, st^ps are 
being taken, it is said, to defend by 
torpedoes or by other metheds, the en- 
trance to Do(H I'ato.^ bay laadisf to 
Porto Alegre, the c^pitiil. 

Yesterday's dispatches from Brazil 
also announced that Fonseca was leav- 
ing or had left Rio. and that he was ex- 
pected shortly at Sao Paulo, capital of 
the Brazilian pro\iace of that name and 
situated about £00 miles southwest of 
Rio Janeiro, .'jjid .".onsc forty miles north- 
west of Santos. Hao Paulo is one of th»( 
oldest cities m Brazil and is the plat^e 
where the provincial assembly holds ttA 
meetings. It expected that Funsecu 
is cither contemplating making Hiio 
Paulo the basis of his operations against 
the rebels or that he prefers to make 
Santos, an excellent seaport, his mari- 
time headquarters and Sao Paulo, by 
which it is connected by rail, Ms army 
headquarters. Of couree, the aliiu word- 
ing of the cable me.swage received leaves 
much unexplained wkiok should other- 
wise be made rletu-. The fact remaina, 
however, that Fonseoa ia expected at 
Sao Panlo, and that iapwUSt develop- 
ments are expected. 

Another dnpatc>h also reoelTed yester- 
day says that the provlmee of |^uan- 
Qeraee and Loe Catihnoe are snppafjtinj 
the movement in eppedtion te Fonseca. 
Minas-Ueraes is north of Bao Paulo and 
the latter prorince btrtweeo Mloas- 
Geraesaadthe province of Rio doSn', 
BO it is imagined that Fonseca's move to 
Sao Paulo may have been in order to 
prevent a junction of the forces of 
Minaa-GJeraes and Rio do Sul wit.h tlia 
possibility of the tusurgeats luarching 
npoo Rio Janeiro after the JonottoB had 
beea formed. 

If it is true, and there seems no reason 
to doubt it, that the urovisce of Miua^- 
Geraes has joined in the movement 
against the despotism of Fonseca. it 
means that a population of oon.siderabl/ 
over 8,000,01 ■ people, a vei^ rii;h pro- 
vince having vaet prairies coverod witJi 
cattle, impottunt iron works, and in a 
word, one of the riobeut aud m^Wt pv/pu- 
lons provinces i^ Brazil, hao decilaie ' 
itself opposed to the methods employed 
by the motattA- and that it has deier- 
luined by force of arms, if necessaiy, to 
defend its UMrties and to leave no stone 
natomed to bring about tlM defKMition 
of Fenseca from power. 

It seams te be no longer a (jnestion 
witii the rerelted provincee, of simply 
declariag tbsaDselves independent of the 
sway of the dictator; they appear to 
have deteradnsd to depose aim, con- 
stitntionialy if necessary; by force of 
arms, if snoh a step is aeeesMu-y.

An Expreaa Train H«ld Up Iqr 
THE SZ?RB8S OAR ROBBED.

Milwaukee, Nov. 18.— An expreee 
train en the Qilcago, Milwaukee and 
St. PanI, en ronte for Ifilwankee and 

the northwest, waa held up by train rob- 
bers about a mile this side of Western 
ITnion .rmiotidu. and the express car was 
djTiamited and robbed. The sum se- 
cured by the robbers was small as the 
larger portion was in the form of drafts, 
payment on which will be stopped. The 
robbery occurred abont 1 o'clock yester- 
day morning. 

Wodni'sday evening five or six men 
left Racine on a freight train, which 
they left at Weatorn Union Junction, 
remaining tliere until the express fro;) 1 
Chicajjo came In sight. They boarded 
the tridu and, unknown to any one, 
made their way to the tender and lay in 
wait for the favorable moment. 

It soon came. About a mile north of 
the station the fireman began shoveling 
coal into the firebox, wnen he wa.<< 
startled by a noise, and on turning 
abont to ascertain the cause of the 
trouble, was covered by a rifle in the 
hands of a masked man. Another bar- 
rel was pointed at the head of the en- 
gineer. The lights were then extin- 
guished. The eonductor and engineer 
were marched ahead of the robbers, who 
followed hi single file to the express car. 

A Kerry MeManger. 

One of the robbers rapped on the door 
at the side and ordered Messenger Mur- 
phy to open it. This the latter refused 
to do. Then a bomb was thrown through 
the window and the deuiand was re- 
newed. Still the plucky nicsMonger re- 
fused te open the door. A terrible ex- 

Eloffion followed, the force of which cun 
e imagined when it is known that tliB 
heavy timber running along the .side of 
the car an tho foundation npon which it 
is built, was (completely torn in two. 

A large hole waa made in the door, 
and before the e<iioes of the explosion 
had died away, and amid the smolce and 
dust, one of the robbers sprang into the 
aperture and covKi«d the niesiseiiger 
and his as.sistiint with revolvers. Both 
men had been thrown down by the ter- 
rible concu sion. Even then it was 
some time In-toi-e Murphy would con- 
sent to sinrciidfr the keys to the safes. 

The e.xploNion hail thrown tlie inside 
ef the car into the greatest cxmfnsion. 
The safes which the roblxTs were ln'nt 
on seeing were buried beneath tlie boxe.s 
and packages. Fireman Averitt was 
compelled at the point of a revolver to 
get into the car and uncover the safes 
while the robbers, with the exception ot 
one who stood guard over him, took 
care of Engineer McKay, and i.t<K)d to 
receive auy uf the i^a^^sengera or train- 
men who might attempt to come to tlie 
rescue of the car. 

Two safes in the car were throMm out 
of the car and dragged off a short dis- 
tance, when, with a delay of about haif 
an hour, the tiinn wm pennitted to jku 
ceed on its way, luiiving in this city at 
8:22. 

The firing attratjted the attention of 
the flagman, who, looking forward and 
seeing the men about the express car, 
immediately started for Western Union 
Junction, where he told his story, and 
dispatches were sent to the authoritie.s 
of Racine, Chicago and Milwaukee, and 
to the railroad and express company's 
headquarters in those cities. 

Prompt ui 'iion was taken, and a.s fast 
as special trains could be made ready 
detectives wcit sejit t<» the 8»:one of the 
robbery. There are twenty-two detec- 
tives working on the case, belon^ng to 
the city forces and the compames' spe- 
cials.

CaicAOO, Nov. IJ.— One hundred po- 
licemen, ander the leedership ef Inapeo- 
ter I^raaaa Lewis, marched down upon 
an anaretalst meettag in Qriafs hall, at 
S4 West Lake street, kst night The 
moment the first squad of poUee. headed 
by Lieutenant Wheeler, burst in upon 
the anarohints, a man named Daniel Sut- 
ter, who claima te hail from Buifalo, 
reached for a revolver in his hip pocket, 
but before he could use it oflicers over- 
powered and disarmed him. Butter 
ma<le a desperate resistance, biting and 
kicking the olBcers, until the irons were 
put on his wiista and he waa huatled oS 
to the Desplaines station house, fighting 
like a madman all the way.

INDIANA MINERS. 



Nearly All tbe Operators WllUng te 
Grant tbe AdTanoe. 

Brazil. Ind..Nov. 18.— Fifteen miners 

went to work for Ehrlich & Company, 
at Seeleyville, a few miles west of here 
in a bituminous mine, the company 
agreeing to pay the advance demanded 
by the strikers. A committee of miners, 
however, waited upon them and suc- 
ceeded in biinging about a cessation of 
work. 

At Clay City a majority of the opera- 
tors are reported a& willing to pay the 
advance, but tlie men refuae to return to 
work unless the strike is declared oiL. 
The offer to pay the advance <u>mes prin- 
dpally from the bituminous operators, 
08 in their c»«e only five cents per ton w 
demanded. There are rumors that a few 
block coal operators are willing to con- 
cede tiie ten cents per ton demanded, 
but no conclusions were reached in the 
session held here yesterday at syndicate 
headquarters. 

It now looks that if an agreement is 
not reached by the 20th inst, there will 
be none prior to the holidays. Many 
miners have gone to Ottawa, 111., where 
increased wages are promised, with a 
guarantee that no "pluck-mc-stores" 
will swindle the employe out of his bard 
earnings.

MM rCATT AMD KU BOU AT HAO^O-OHaXX. 

Colonel D-^nn Piatt was bom in 1819, 
A descendant of one of the early French 
settlers, his grandfather a distinguished 
officer of th<> revolution, and his father 
a merchant and banker of Cincinnati, 
Donn Piatt retailed many of the char- 
acteristics of the Frenchman. A oativi 
of Ohio, he studied law, was admitted 
to the bar, and shortly after placed i a 
the bench from whloh^fio WiO Mnjiftto^- 
to the diplomatlo nrnsi JHHb hf 
President Pierce. 

At the ont'jreak of our dvll war ho 
entered as a private, and soon after ac- 
cepted a position on the staff of General 
Robert C. Bcheack, serving with honor 
through the war. In 1806 Colonel Piatt 
was elected from Logan county to the 
Ohio legislature, here he made himself 
obnoxious to the politicians by his ad- 
vocation of reform measures. 

Sickening of politics, with an ezneri- 
enoe that has since proved invaluable u> 
him, he turned his attention to journal- 
ism. For three years Washingion cor- 
respondent of The Cincinnati Conuner- 
cial he supplied that paper wititaletter a 
day during the sessions or oongrees. These 
letters were a tremendous success, the 
reason for which Colonel Piatt said was 
ttsi'tho American public longed for 
personalities and I catered to that taste. 
In Washington I fonnd the hoase a ooto 
of the winds, and the senate a prepos- 
terous fog bank. My holding a solemn 
old pump of a senator vm to zUionlo was 
as startling as it WW MlaloaB to 11m 
publie." 

At the end of his three years' work as 
correspondent ho joined with- George 
Alfred Townsead ia starting the Was - 
iagton Capitol. Towasend shwHty ftftor* 
wards retired ftrom tiM Mir, SB did 
Mr. Piatt in time. 

Colonel Piatt has resided quietlv at his 
country home in Logan county ever 
since ms retirement frcuu active journal- 
istic work. In 1888 he was called from 
tais retirement at tho argent reqaest of 
Mr. asTobnid to f ooid Belf ord's Free 
TtaislfeatUylfjuMiaoiaNew Yor^. 
He remaiaed at ttuw work iqiwarda of a 
vear when ho xotozned to hisoonnt.- 
konie, and at tho time of his death wv 
engaged apon an elaborato biograpb
